Warrant for Annual Town Meeting .. . 


To: Bertram Nelson, Constable of the Town of Canaan, County 
of Somerset, 


Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Canaan 
qualified to vote in town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall 
in said town on the fourth day of March, A. D. 1957 at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act on the foliowing articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To elect a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Art. 2. To attend to the reports of the several town officers, 
and take such action thereon as may be desired. 


Art. 3. To see what the town will vote to pay the follow- 
ing for the ensuing year: Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, Select- 
men, and School Committee. 


Art. 4. To elect a Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, Selectmen, 
Assessors, Overseers of the Poor, and all other officers re- 
quired by law to be chosen at this time. 


Art. 5. To see what the town will vote to pay the Road 
Commissioner, men, and equipment per hour, and to elect said 
commissioner if the town so votes. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to elect a Road Com- 
missioner. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to adopt the following 
method for the collection of taxes for the year 1957. 

a. Two percent discount on real and personal prop- 
erty taxes paid on or before July 5, 1957. 

b. All taxes to be due and payable upon presenta- 
tion of tax bill. 

c. The collector must settle with the town to within 
$1,500.00 of the commitment on February 15th, 
1958 or forfeit his commission for collecting. 

d. The collector must settle in full on Feb. 15th, 1959.

Treasurer 
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Report of Superintendent of Schools . . . 


To the Superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of Canaan: 


I herewith submit my annual report as superintendent of 
the public schools of Canaan. 


The customary financial and statistical data will be found in 
the appendix direcily following this report. Your attention is 
called to the Roster of Teachers for pertinent information rela- 
tive to the teaching staff. It will be noted that all of the Canaan 
teachers returned to their positions last fall. A high rate of 
teacher turnover detracts from the quality of the educational 
program. This was pointed out by the Legislative Research 
Committee in its report to the 98th legislature ‘‘as presenting 
a serious problem to many of the schools, particularly to those 
in the small towns where turnover is likely to be high.” 


Following is a table showing elementary pupil enrollment 
and distribution by grades as of January 1, 1957:

A glance at the foregoing chart will indicate that there has 
been an increase in enrollment over that of the previous year. 
A yet more conspicuous increase would undoubtedly have 
occurred, except for the change in the law governing the en- 
trance age of school children. In accordance with the new law 
which became effective last September, a child had to have 
already attained the age of six years, or reach his sixth birth- 
day by the fifteenth of October in order to be admitted to the 
first grade. Heretofore a child met the age requirement for 
admission to the first grade providing he became six years 
of age at any time during the calendar year. It has been esti- 
mated that the new law affected first grade enrollments in 
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1956 by approximately 20%. Subsequent enrollments should 
revert to normal.

Last fall on November 26th and November 27th a science 
workshop was held at the Manson Park School in Pittsfield 
which was attended by the teachers of the towns comprising 
School Union No. 64. The purpose of this two day conference 
was to bring the teachers together in an attempt to evaluate 
and approve a science program for the elementary schools. 
Various phases in the teaching of science which would be 
applicable to the elementary school curricula were studied 
and discussed under the guidance of representatives from the 
State Department of Education and from the University of 
Maine. Gratifying results were obtained from this workshop 
in a feeling of accomplishment on the part of the teachers, and 
a better understanding of the importance of an exploratory 
science program on the grade level. Since Worid War II there 
has been considerable criticism to the effect that the nation was 
not educating a sufficient number of its young people in the 
basic principles of science. This point of view has emerged 
with the rapid development of electronics in industry and in 
the armed forces. The supply has been far below the demand 
for candidates with the necessary background and training to 
fill jobs requiring a knowledge of science. Russia has con- 
centrated on an extensive science program, which has tended 
to bring the United States to the realization that the teaching 
of science has been far too neglected throughout the entire 


educational system of this country, and that every effort should 
be made to strengthen the program. 
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In addition to the necessary replacements of books and sup- 
plies, the most significant items purchased for the school are 
as follows: 


Five pupil desks for the seventh and eighth grade room. 

New science texts for the third and fourth grades. 

Basie readers for the fifth and sixth grades. 

Social studies texts for the seventh and eighth grades. 

Subscriptions to the National Geographic and the Popular 
Science magazines. 


Mention should be made that the back copies of the teachers’ 
registers were bound for preservation. 


It is indeed satisfying to report that a hot-top composition 
was applied last summer to the grounds about the rear of the 
school building, and to the area in the vicinity of the ‘teeters. 
This has helped immeasurably to keep grit and mud out of 
the schoolhouse with a corresponding ease in floor maintenance. 


Until the past year, the Farm Bureau had sponsored the 
school lunch from its inception. On the decision of this organi- 
zation to withdraw its sponsorship, the school committee as- 
sumed the responsibility of the program. Mrs. Crystal Wil- 
liams resigned as school lunch supervisor, and she was suc- 
ceeded by Mrs. Rita Smith. Under Mrs. Smith’s management, 
and with the assistance of Mrs. Mildred Salisbury, this worth- 
while school service is functioning with efficiency. 


Your school committee has carefully examined the budget 
for the ensuing fiscal year, and has recommended that the sum 
of $16,960 be appropriated for school maintenance, $500 for 
school lunch, and $104 for Repairs and Equipment; a total of 
$17,564. There has been a graduai rise in school costs during 
the past year, which is reflected in next year’s budget. The 
major increases are for teachers’ salaries and high school tui- 
tion, with fuel oil showing the next highest increase. Teachers’ 
salaries must be increased in compliance with the state salary 
law. Both the anticipated number and the per capita cost of 
high school tuition students will increase in figures next year. 
At the close of the fiscal year in 1956, the books showed a 
balance of $2,163.32 in the school maintenance account, due to 
the substantial balance from high school tuition. Although the 
expenditures for this past fiscal year were higher than those 
of the previous year, the appropriation for 1956-7 was lower 
because of this large balance. Inasmuch as the balance for 
school maintenance at the close of this fiscal year is only $38.38, 
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the requested appropriation over that of last year is compara- 
tively larger. 


I should like, in closing, to express my sincere appreciation 
to the members of the school committee and to the school per- 
sonnel for their loyal support, and to all those who have in 
any way, through interest and understanding, contributed to 
the welfare of the Canaan school.

January 1 to December 31, 1956 
DIVISION of PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


The responsibility of the Public Health Nurse is one of edu- 
cation and guidance. The nurse works as a member of a team 
whose aim is to further community health. The members of 
the team are all members of the local community, school per- 
sonnel, doctors and anyone that may be called upon for assist- 
ance. The health program consists of many activities, but in 
all instances emphasis is placed on the prevention of disease, 
promotion of health and rehabilitation. 


A series of 3 Child Health Conferences was held in your com- 
munity. Infant and preschool children were given an oppor- 
tunity to be immunized against such diseases as diphtheria, 
tetanus, whooping cough and smallpox. Physical examinations 
were offered. 


Polio vaccine has been offered to.all children from 5 to 15 
years of age. 


Orthopedic and Pediatric clinics, sponsored by the State De- 
partment of Health and Welfare are held regularly. These 
clinics provide opportunity for medical consultation and care 
for crippled children, also children with cardiac or rheumatic 
fever complications. Regional x-ray clinics and the services 
of the State Sanatorium are available to those referred for 
diagnosis, x-ray or medical care.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools .. . 


To the Superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of Canaan: 


I herewith submit my annual report as superintendent of the 
public schools of Canaan. 


On glancing at the “Roster of Teachers” which appears 
immediately following the financial statement, it will be ob- 
served that a complete turnover has occurred in the teaching 
personnel. In view of the continued shortage of teachers, it is 
gratifying to report that the vacancies were filled with highly 
qualified teachers. Mr. Reginald Reed has been performing his 
duties in the capacity of principal and teacher with competence 
and prudence. The remaining teachers who comprise the facul- 
ty, namely Mrs. Mary Davis, Mrs. Thelma Dunphy, and Mrs. 
Geralene Case have had considerable teaching experience. This 
has contributed immeasurably to their rapid orientation into 
the school system. The efforts of each staff member have been 
directed in harmony and cooperation toward the best interests of 
the pupils, showing a resultant progress in the school program. 


A workshop on “Tools for Teaching” was held at the Manson 
Park School in Pittsfield on November 7th and November 8th. 
This educational conference was attended by the teachers of 
the towns comprising School Union No. 64. The workshop was 
conducted under the guidance of representatives from the State 
Department of Education, who presented new ideas and meth- 
ods in the use of textbooks, encyclopedias, reference materials, 
and visual aid equipment. 


The following tabulation indicates the elementary enrollment 
and the grade distribution as of January 1, 1958:

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It will be noted that the enrollment is lower than it was at the 
same time a year ago. However, school started in September 
with a registration of 138 pupils, and there has been an over- 
all enrollment of 142 pupils. The noticeable withdrawals were 
occasioned not by the removal of several families, but princi- 
pally by two families, one having seven children in school, and 
the other having three. Single withdrawals have been replaced 
by new enrollees.

Although high school students numbered fewer on January Ist, 
at the opening of schools last September the enrollment was 
higher by two students than it was a year ago. Only two 
students left school; the others have transferred. 


The following outstanding items were purchased for the 
school during the year: 


Twenty dictionaries — intermediate grades 

A set of maps — intermediate grades 

Basic readers — seventh and eighth grades 

Writing manuals — fifth, sixth, seventh, and eighth grades: 
Social science texts — third grade 


Arithmetics — third grade 


English texts — third and fourth grades 
Picture dictionaries — primer grades 


The books aforementioned were purchased to provide complete 
classes with new texts. The usual additions and replacements 
were given attention. 


From funds in the repair account extensive work was done 
on the heating plant, and two benches were constructed for 
use in the primary room. 


One of the most important laws pertaining to education in 
Maine is the popularly known “Sinclair Bill” which was enact- 
ed recently by the state legislature. The law is so far reaching 
in its terms that it would be impossible in this limited space 
to attempt to explain its function. Reference will be made, 
therefore, only to that section in the law which affects the 
budgetary figures for the ensuing fisca! year; that is, the section 
which concerns the minimum salaries for teachers. The new 
law provides a substantial increase in the minimum salary a 
regular certified teacher must be paid. The new state salary 
schedule which becomes effective after July 1, 1958 follows:

The law states that no town shall be required to increase the 
salary of any teacher more than $300 in any one school year 
in order to bring a teacher’s salary up to the figure in the 
salary scale which applies to his or her category. The law 
further states that any town which fails to comply with the 
conditions of the minimum state salary schedule shall have 
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deducted from its subsidy a sum equal to that by which it is 
delinquent. 


As a result of the new law, the majority of towns was appor- 
tioned larger subsidy payments in December 1957 than could 
have been anticipated when the budgets were drawn up last 
year. This is one of the chief reasons for the sizeable balance 
in the School Maintenance account; another is the unexpended 
funds for high school tuition. As has been pointed out in pre- 
vious reports, it is necessary to estimate the number of high 
school siudents for the next year according to the current 
enroliment. Due to the high cost of tuition per pupil, even a 
smait additional number or lesser number of students than 
was anticipated can cause either a considerable overdraft or 
balance in the tuition account. 


The school committee has given careful consideration to each 
item in the budget for the ensuing fiscal year and has recom- 
mended that the sum of $13,386 be appropriated for School 
Maintenance, $804 for School Lunch, and-$175 for Repairs 
and Equipment; a total appropriation of $14,365. 


several factors contribute to the higher estimated expendi- 
tures for the next fiscal year. Teachers’ salaries must be paid 
in compliance with the new minimum salary law. According 
to estimated figures, high school enrollment will increase as 
well as the per capita cost. Because of the outbreak of the 
Asian influenza last fall, school was closed one week for which 
the school personnel was not paid. The week is to be made 
up in June. Consequently, salary payments for that week had 
to be included in the budget. The school lunch appropriation 
has heretofore provided funds for the salary of the supervisor’s 
assistant, and for the payment of the cooking gas. It has been 
found necessary and fitting to increase the assistant’s wages, 
and the gas has risen in price. The requested appropriation is 
required to continue these services and absorb the overdraft 
in the account. 


If it were not for the large balance, the proposed appropria- 
tion would of necessity be correspondingly higher, whereas 
the total recommended appropriation is substantially lower than 
that of last year. 


As I conclude this report, I wish to express my sincere appre- 
ciation to the members of the school committee and to the 
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school personnel for their willing cooperation. I also wish to 
extend my thanks to the citizens of Canaan for their interest 
in the school program and their ready support.

ANNUAL REPORT for CANAAN 
January 1 to December 31, 1957 


DIVISION of PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


The purpose of the Public Health Program is to promote 
good health and prevent disease and deformity. The Public 
Health Nurse attempts to attain this goal through visits to 
homes and schools, encouraging Health Councils and helping to 
plan and assist with clinics. 


Free polio clinics have been held to offer polio vaccine to 
everyone from six months to twenty years of age and expectant 
mothers. A series of three Child Health Conferences was held 
in your community offering immunizations against diphtheria, 
tetanus, whooping cough, smallpox and polio. 


Orthopedic and Pediatric clinics, sponsored by the State De- 
partment of Health and Welfare are held regularly and provide 
opportunity for medical consultation and care for crippled 
children and those with cardiac or rheumatic fever complica- 
tions. There is also, a clinic for the Mentally Retarded pre- 
school child. Regional x-ray clinics and the services of the 
State Sanatorium are available to those referred by their fam- 
ily physician for diagnosis, x-ray or medical care. 


It is the hope of your Public Health Nurse that, through the 
combined efforts of the nurse and community, every individual 
and family may realize the enjoyment of a high standard of 
health. 


Your Public Health Nurse wishes to thank everyone who, in 
any way, helped to promote better living in your community.

Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report present 
the result of the financial operations of the Town for the period 
designated. Recommendations are also offered which appear 
worthy of consideration.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN of CANAAN 
February 16, 1955 to February 15, 1957 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Canaan 
has been completed for the period beginning February 16, 1955 
and ending February 15, 1957. The audit included an examina- 
tion of certain records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, 
Tax Collector, Excise Tax Collector, and Town Treasurer, and 
the town meeting records of the Town Clerk. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results of the two years operations are summarized as follows:

As indicated above, overdrafts were encountered in operat- 
ing accounts, particularly in the 1956-57 municipal year, which 
resulted in a net overdraft of accounts in the amount of $387.20 
(Exhibit B). In this connection it is observed that the Town 
officers appear to lack authority to expend greater sums than 
those authorized by the townspeople, except that in emergencies 
highway appropriations may be exceeded by fifteen per cent. 
When overdrafts are threatened, appropriate action at a special 
town meeting may be indicated. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $5,169.41 was reconciled with a state- 
ment furnished by the National Bank of Pittsfield, Maine 


(Schedule A-1). Cash was counted at the audit date and recon- — 


ciled with the closing balance. Cash receipts and deposits were 
analyzed from the closing date to the audit date. 


The current year’s tax assessment of $35,347.80 was accounted 
for by cash collections, discounts and abatements, and an out- 
standing list of $1,245.46 at the year end. Letters of verifica- 
tion were utilized on a sample basis to verify this list with no 
exceptions noted. 
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Other assets, including tax liens, tax acquired property, and 
accounts receivable were reviewed and reconciled with balances 
shown on the Selectmen’s records. Letters of verification were 
utilized on a sample basis to verify recorded assets. 


LIABILITIES 


Recorded liabilities of the Town at the recorded date con- 
sisted of notes payable in the amount of $7,500.00 and $336.27 
representing payroll deductions due other governmental agencies. 


RESERVES and SURPLUS 


The examination of the appropriation accounts for the year 
ended February 15, 1957 revealed that operating account bal- 
ances totaling $246.99 were carried forward to the ensuing 
year (Exhibit D). 


The net deficit of the Town at February 15, 1957 totaled 
$290.70 as compared with an unappropriated surplus at the 
end of the previous year of $7,635.00 (Exhibits C-1, C-2). The 
change to a net deficit was occasioned principally by the issu- 
ance of the Town’s notes in the amount of $7,500.00 for pur- 
chase of a new Town truck and snow plow. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS and EXPENDITURES 


An examination of the Comparative Statement of Availabie 
Funds and Expenditures revealed that available funds in- 
creased by $15,294.33 for the year ending February 15, 1957, 
as compared with the preceding year, while expenditures 
increased by $19,189.18 during the same period. Increased 
available funds were accounted for principally by increases in 
the tax commitment ($5,295.36) and proceeds of notes issued 
($7,500.00). Increased expenditures were noted for the pur- 
chase of equipment ($11,842.28) and for education ($3,584.75). 
These changes are presented in summary form in Exhibit B.

TRUST FUNDS 


Trust fund principals at the end of the period totaled $16,210 
while unexpended income amounted to $2,189.88. These were 
represented by time deposits of $15,399.88 and government 
bonds of $3.000.00 (Schedule A-8). 


GENERAL 


A review of the Town Clerk’s records revealed that at a 
special town meeting on March 31, 1955, the Selectmen were 
authorized to purchase or lease a truck and snow plow at a 
cost of not more than $15,000.00, and to issue the Town’s notes 
therefor. The transfer of excise tax money to roads and 
bridges was authorized for both years being reviewed. 


Performance bonds were purchased to cover the Tax Col- 
lector and Town Treasurer, but apparently no coverage had, 
been provided on the Excise Tax Collector. 


SCOPE of AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system 
of internal control was reviewed as it pertained to the handling 
of cash and other matters of financial concern. Letters of veri- 
fication were utilized on a sample basis to determine the valid- 
ity of recorded assets and notes payable. Receipts and vouchers 
were examined for selected periods in both years. Bond cover- 
age was examined. Excise tax receipts were compared with 
payments to the Town Treasurer, and some computations were 
checked. Trust fund transactions were reviewed and the invest- 
ment of the funds verified. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were 
followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these 
statements. : 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial status of the 
Town at February 15, 1957, and the result of its operations for 
the period then ended.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools... 


To the Superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of Canaan: 


I herewith submit my annual report as superintendent of the 
public schools of Canaan. 


Informational data relative to the members of the Faculty 
is contained in the Roster of Teachers which may be found 
following a summary of the accounts in the financial section 
of this report. It will be noted that two changes have taken 
place in the teaching personnel, and that one teacher has been 
added to the staff. 


Mr. Robert Jackson replaced Mr. Albert Debus as principal. 
Mr. Jackson having had previous experience as a school prin- 
cipal came to Canaan well qualified for the position, and he is 
doing commendable work. Mrs. Dorothy Holt, who had suc- 
ceeded Mrs. Mary Davis in the middle of the 1958-9 school 
year as fifth and sixth grade teacher, expressed her intentions 
to discontinue teaching at the close of school in June. The 
vacancy was filled by Miss Elise Jones, a competent teacher 
with former experience. 


Subsequent to the opening of school in September, it became 
evident that Mrs. Dunphy required assistance in the third and 
fourth grades. The enrollment of forty-three pupils was much 
too large for one teacher. In order to relieve the situation an 
additional teacher was employed on a part time basis. We 
were fortunate to secure the services of a certified teacher in 
the person of Mrs. Marion Furbush. This action has resulted 
in an improvement in instructional efficiency. Furthermore, the 
town has thereby taken a step toward meeting an important 
requirement of the minimum foundation program under the 
Sinclair Law. 


There is gratification in the report that three of our three- 
year trained teachers have raised their educational standards 
by obtaining professional credits toward a bachelor’s degree.

The foregoing chart indicates the number of pupils seated in 
each home room. Mrs. Furbush relieves Mrs. Dunphy of the 
overload in her room part of the day. The only room available 
for Mrs. Furbush’s classes is the principal’s office which has 
been improvised into a small classroom. Obviously the ar- 
rangement is only a partial solution, inasmuch as the building 
is overcrowded generally. The eighth grade is currently very 
small, but next year the overcrowding will also extend to the 
seventh and eighth grade room. It therefore becomes apparent 
that there is unquestionably a need to survey the existing 
school housing facilities with a view to the near future.

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Canaan students enrolled in secondary schools number ap- 
proximately the same as they did a year ago. The current per 
capita tuition rate in the various schools is as follows: Skow- 
hegan $316,82; Good Will $347.98; Hartland Academy $400.18;

A revised ranking and reporting system was adopted at the 
beginning of the school year with the intention of better in-

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forming the parents concerning the school progress of their 
children. Experience has shown that satisfactory progress in 
school.is dependent on the close cooperation and understand- 
ing of parents and teachers. All parents are urged to visit 
the school and become acquainted with the teachers. Such 
visits should prove mutually beneficial from the standpoint 
of the welfare of the children. 


Complete classes were provided with the following textbooks: 
Social Science texts, Grade 4; Reading texts, Grades 2-3-4; 
and Grammars, Grades 6-8. In conformity with the established 
standard testing program, all grades have been given achieve- 
ments tests except the first. Aside from the general replacement 
of textbooks, the grades have been supplied with workbooks 
and supplemental materials. Reading tests were also purchased 
for the second, third, and fourth grades. 


The school was furnished seventeen new pupil desks. 


Last December the state did not meet its financial commit- 
ment for education in full by act of the 99th legislature. The 
anticipated subsidy payment for Canaan was therefore reduced 
by $619. On advance notice of this reduction in subsidy, it was 
felt that it might be necessary to ask the town for additional 
funds, particularly in view of the fact that it became impera- 
tive to employ another teacher. However, by curtailing expend- 
itures, chiefly in supplies, this action was avoided. 


It is a pleasure to report at this time that at the special ses- 
sion of the legislature held recently, authorization was given 
to the State Department of Education to pay those towns whose 
subsidy was deficient, the amount of money which had been 
withheld. Consequently, the sum of $619 which was received 
just prior to the closing of the books increases the balance 
carried over to next year’s work, allowing a corresponding re- 
duction in the appropriation. 


The balance in the School Maintenance account, exclusive 
of the late subsidy payment, represents a savings in high school 
tuition and fuel. Balances in these accounts can not be fore- 
seen early in the fiscal year. Considering the high per capita 
tuition rate, the variation of only a few students in the esti- 
mated number can have a substantial financial bearing on high 
school expenditures. The consumption of fuel was lower by 
reason of not having extreme and prolonged cold weather. 

Expenditures during the next fiscal year will necessarily be 
higher. A comparison of last year’s expenditures with those 
estimated for the ensuing year will show that the greater part 
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of the increase is for teachers, high school tuition, and convey- 
ance. Thus far, the salary for the additional teacher has been 
for only part of a fiscal year, whereas the proposed budget 
includes salary for a full year. Likewise, increases given to 
teachers beginning last September were pro-rated, and funds 
must be forthcoming for an entire year. 


At the last regular session of the legislature a law was passed 
which requires that teachers be granted sick leave of ten days 
each year, accumulative to thirty days. Provision for this ex- 
pense has been made in the budget. 


Mention has been made that the school was furnished with 
seventeen new pupil desks. Ten of these desks were ordered 
in an emergency to equip the office for a classroom at a cost 
of $183.48. There were no funds in the repair account to defray 
the cost of these desks. The necessary sum for the payment 
of the bill has been included in the budget. The increase in 
enrollment in the eighth grade next year will undoubtedly 
necessitate the purchase of more desks. 


An agreement was made with Mr. Laurence Stinson that he 
inspect the school heating plant monthly over a period of ten 
months in order that it may be kept in good running order. 
The charge for Mr. Stinson’s services is $5 per month, and the 
sum of $50 has been added to the repair account to compensate 
him for his work at the end of the school year. 


The requested appropriation for the School Lunch Program is 
for the continued payment of the assistant’s salary and the 
cooking gas. The school lunch provides an essential service 
to the children, and the program is functioning efficiently under 
the able supervision of Mrs. Rita Smith and her capable assis- 
tant, Mrs. Freda Jewell. 

Your school committee has considered each item in the pro- 
posed budget and has recommended that the following sums 
be appropriated: School Maintenance $23,843; Repairs $571; 
School Lunch $624—a total appropriation of $25,038. 

As I conclude this report, I wish to acknowledge with appre- 
ciation the ever ready assistance of the members of the school 
committee, and the cooperation and support of teachers and 
citizens.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR CANAAN 
January 1 to December 31, 1959 


DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


This year legislature amended a former law. That law now 
states that each year on a day or days specified by him, the 
health officer of each municipality shall provide for free small- 
pox vaccinations for all inhabitants of his community and that 
he will also provide for free inoculations against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus and poliomyelitis of all children under 
16 years of age. 


A series of three Child Health Conferences was held offering 
physical examinations and immunizations against diphtheria 
tetanus, whooping cough, smallpox and polio to all infants and 
preschool children. The puretone audiometer was used to test 
the hearing of all school children. 


Improved and more frequent medical attention with the aid 
of many and varied clinics also helps to make a healthier 
community. Orthopedic and Pediatric clinics sponsored by the 
State Department of Health and Welfare are held regularly and 
provide opportunity for medical consultation and care for crip- 
pled children and those with cardiac or rheumatic fever con- 
plications. There is also a clinic for the Mentally Retarded Pre- 
school Child. The services of the State Sanatorium are avail- 
able to those referred by their family physician for diagnosis, 
X-ray or medical care for tuberculosis. 


Working together for health is the only way in which we can 
raise the standards of health in our communities. Your Public 
Health Nurse wishes to thank every one who, in anw way, 
helped to promote better living in your community.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, Chapter 405, 
Public Laws of 1957, and at your request, the financial records 
of the Town of Canaan have been audited for the municipal 
year ended February 15, 1959. 


As required by statute, one copy of this report together with 
the audit procedural form prescribed by Chapter 311, Public 
Laws of 1957, have been forwarded to the State Department 
of Audit. 


The examination was made in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the National Committee on Governmental Ac- 
counting for a limited general audit. Audit analysis was on a 
basis consistent with the preceding year and included all pro- 
cedures considered necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained 
within the scope of the audit, the financial transactions of the 
Town appear to have been appropriately handled, with such 
exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules, together with the accompanying com- 
ments, present the results of the financial operations of the 
Town for the period designated.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF CANAAN 
February 16, 1958 to February 15, 1959 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Canaan 
has been completed for the period ending February 15, 1959. 
The audit included an examination of certain records main- 
‘tained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Tax Collector, Excise Tax 
Collector, Town Treasurer, and the town meeting records of the 
Town Clerk. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
results of the examination indicated that expenditures exceeded 
available funds by $1,379.23, per the following summary: 


Operating Accounts

As indicated above, overdrafts totaling $3,161.01 were en- 
countered in various operating accounts. They were particu- 
larly heavy in the snow removal, Town Truck and Town Poor 
accounts in the amounts of $1,223.80, $717.64 and $626.46 res- 
pectively. In this connection it is noted that the Town Officers 
appear to lack authority to expend amounts greater than those 
auhorized by the Townspeople. When overdrafts are threat- 
ened, the Town officials should consider the advisability of re- 
questing further funds at a special Town meeting. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


As recommended previously, the Excise Tax Collector 
should be required to furnish bond in an amount satisfac- 
tory to the Town Officers. 

Surety bonds on financially responsible Town Officers 
should be recorded by the Town Clerk as required by Sec- 
tion 44, Chapter 405, Public Laws of 1957. 

It is again recommended that the Town Treasurer exe- 
cute Treasurer’s receipts only for cash items received. 
Tax abatements, tax discount and liens and payroll deduc- 
tions may be better recorded by the use of journal entries 
and memorandum accounts. 
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ASSETS 


The cash balance of $2,288.78 was reconciled with a state- 
ment furnished by the First National Bank, Pittsfield, Maine 
(Schedule A-1). Cash was counted at the audit date and recon- 
ciled with the closing balance. Cash receipts and deposits were 
compared on a monthly basis for the audit period. 


The 1958 tax assessment of $35,258.37 was accounted for by 
cash collections of $33,924.36, abatements of $44.84, discounts 
of $248.77 and an uncollected list at the year end of $1,040.40. 
At the audit date this list had been reduced by cash payment 
and by application of liens to $164.34, and the use of external 
verification was not considered necessary. 


Tax liens of $284.07 and tax acquired property amounting to 
$81.55 were outstanding at the year end. Payments prior to 
the audit date totaled $103.96, leaving a balance in these ac- 
counts of $261.66 at the audit date. Verification action was ini- 
tiated during the course of the audit on certain liens listed as 
outstanding at the year end. The results of these verifications 
will be forwarded to the Town Officers. 


LIABILITIES 


Recorded liabilities of the Town at the closing date consist- 
ed of payroll deductions due governmental agencies in the 
amount of $487.27 (Schedule A-5). 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The examination of the appropriation accounts revealed that 
appropriation account balances totaling $796.28 were carried 
forward to the ensuing year (Exhibit D). These consisted of 
education and trust fund balances carried forward in compli- 
ance with statutory requirements. 


The unappropriated surplus of the Town totaled $2,411.25 
at the year end, a net decrease of $1,074.06 as compared with 
the preceding year. This decrease was occasioned principally 
by the net overdrafts in operating accounts as reflected in Ex- 
hibit D. Complete detail of the change in surplus is reflected 
in Exhibit C. 
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TRUST FUNDS 


Trust fund principals at the year end totaled . $16,950.00 
while unexpended income amounted to $2,429.83. These were 
represented by U.S. Treasury bonds in the amount of $3,000.00 
and time deposits of $16,379.83 (Schedule A-6). Income from 
these investments amounted to $612.79 while expenditures 
totaled $642.02 for the audit period. 


GENERAL 


The transfer of current year excise tax receipts to the roads 
and bridges account was authorized by the Townspeople. 


Performance bonds were on file to cover activities of the 
Tax Collector and Treasurer, but none was on file to cover the 
Excise Tax Collector (see recommendations). 


It is felt that the use of tax collection sheets by the Excise 
Tax Collector would be desirable. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system 
of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling 
of cash and other matters of financial concern. Payments re- 
ceived after the close of the municipal year were reviewed to 
determine the validity of recorded taxes and tax liens. Re- 
ceipts, vouchers and cancelled checks were examined for a 
selected period. Bond coverage was examined and listed. Ex- 
cise tax receipts were compared with payments to the Town 
Treasurer, and a representative number were checked for 
accuracy in computing excise fees. Trust fund transactions 
were reviewed and investment of the funds verified. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertain- 
ing to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were 
followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these 
statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
Town at February 15, 1959, and the result of its operations for 
the year then ended.
